W hen Germ any tightened her belt to pay these, the act 
stimulated German industry and trade— to large degree, 
it turned out, at the expense of the French economy. 
French reliance oil the German payments was the first 
step towards a national 
‘softening up 
which led to 
eventual tragedy. 
By 1930 France was demoralised to the point of 
experimenting with Communism. A s a matter of fact, 
just as the rising dictatorships of Europe tried out their 
mechanized armies on Spanish soil, so did the New Deal 
philosophy make a test run of- the more abundant life" 
at the expense of the French people. 
A ll of the social and financial experiments of the 
Roosevelt Adm inistration— from pump-priming to sit- 
down strikes— were used first with France as the proving 
ground. Nearly all had fe lled miserably there before being 
crammed down Am erica a throat. 
The franc declined steadily. Even the fact that the 
currencies of other lands, including the United States* 
were also being devalued, couldn’t hide the nose-dive of 
French rates. 
It is worth noting that the franc was down to three 
or four cents well before the Germ an invasion. The im­ 
portance of this point lies in the fact that various French 
spokesmen now are seeking to make it appear that the 
German conquest, and not France’s own previous short­ 
comings, are to blame for the present low price.
